A Strathroy Sensation. 


|‘ Lading For are 
| Tne Fugitive 

Loxpon, May 16.—Mr. Laurence Clever- 
don, reeve of Strathroy, and warden of 
Middiesex, has disappeared, leaving very 
heavy liabilities and a quantity of forged 
paper behind. On Thursday last he left the 
town apparently on a business trip, which 
he does three or four times_a week, and 
nothing was thought of it at the time: On 
| Saturday, however, when he did not return, 
enquiries were made at his house, when Mrs. 
Cleverdon stated that he had gone to Brazil, 
and would not be back. This news rapidly 
spread through the place and caused great ex- 
citement. The developments which followed 
showed that merchants, ‘bankers, brokers, 
insurance agentsand in fact everybody had 
been taken in. One bank, alle to be 
Molsons, is in for $18,000 advanced’to Clev- 
erdon on forged bills of lading. 

Mr. Cleverdon was one of the largest 
cheese exporters in Canada. He shipped 
mostly to a Liverpool firm, and they gave 
the bank instructions to cash all sight drafts 
made by Cleverdon on them on the produc- 
tion of the bills of lading without waiting to 
find out if the Liverpool firm would accept 
them. Cleverdon had been working on this 
principal for a long time, and therefore when 
he produced bills of lading for $18,000 
worth of cheese it excited no suspicion. 
It is now said that these’ bills were forged, 
and that not one pound of the cheese 
was ever is At the mercantile 
agencies Claverdon has not been rated at all. 
It was reported a couple of weeks ago that 
he had made a haul of $20,000 in bucket 
shop transaction, which, however, turns out 
incorrect. About six weeks a note was 
preoanoe W.C. Moore, of Strathroy, a 

roker, for $450, and was cashed. The note 
was endorsed by C. Course, a farmer of Met- 
calf, and brother-in-law of Cleverdon. The 
note failing due on Wednesday last, after the 
ustial days of grace, and not being met by 
Cleverdon, was taken-to Course for collection, 
when it was prvecen. a forgery. One day 
last week a cheque for $150 was presented to 
the Federal Bank here made in favor of L. 
Cleverdon and signed by J. Morrison. It 
was endorsed by Cleverdon and presented for 
payment by an unknown man. However, 
payment was refased. It is supposed that 
there are several notes of which either the 
endorcement or the signature of the “ maker 
has been forged, but they have not all come 
to tight. Cleverdon is a ‘present reeve of 
Strathroy, warden of the county of. Middle- 
sex, one of the directors of the Western fair, 
and superintendent of the Methodist Sab- 
bath school,

Liquid Grafting Wax. 
The so-called * French Mastic,’’ so long 
known as ** Lefort’s Liquid Grafting Wax,’’ 
is made by melting one pound of common 
rosin over a gentle fire and stirring in one 
ounce of beef tallow. Take from the fire, 
and when it has partially cooled, mix in 8 
ounces of alcohol. If this cools it off too 
rapidly, it must again be placed over the fire, 
but great caution must be used to keep the 
alcohol from taking fire. When well incor- 
ted and cool put in tin cans or glass 
ttles and keep well covered or corked. 
This was, until quite recently, kept a secret, 
and the *‘ mastic '’ imported from France,— 
American Agriculturist.
